A Mino of Intoi-ostinff and Roally 


Valuable Information. 


Din-in?' the k\RL ilCcy years tho civilized 


nuiions of Uic plobc litivo taken inuch yains 
to determine the number of Uicif inhabit- 
ants iuid the diameter and extent of tlio 
industries in \vludithey areongagci], v.Titcs 
Duane Doty in tho Chicago Jltrakl. Tlio pe- 
riodical enumerations of persons hi Eu- 
ropean countries and in the UniteJgtates 
furnish us icosu or tho trustworthy data 
used hi discussing and illustrating ques- 
tions ill social science and political economy. 
The published volumes of tho census of tho 
United .States -for 1SSO, with, which Tunny 
readers arc familiar, are records of a ivorlc 
of such magnitude .as private enterprise 
could never dream of undertaking. These 
volumes are a miuc of wealth to tho student 
of social problems in South America, 
and particularly in Asiatic aad African 
countries, ivehav.^nothmgJike an European 
census to which to refer, and in most cases 
the statements of populations there are 
merely estimates and only approximately 
accurate. Tho views of missionaries, trav- 
elers mid intelligent public officials1 in thoso 
remote lands, compiled by painstaking 
geographers and statisticians, guido us 
when speaking ol Oriental populations. 
For the following statement wo have con- 
sulted tho most recent accessible authori- 
ties and estimates: 


Tho earth has about forty-eight rniLUon.i 


of square miles of land surface, nnd sixteen 
millions of those. square miles arn well 
adapted to the needs of settled populations, 
nnd portions of the vast remainder may be 
occupied by the nomads for pasture lands 
and by game. To people tho sixteen, mill- 
ions or square miles as densely as Belgium, 
Suxony aim Knghuid arc peopled, say 400 
persons 10 the square mile, would require a 
population of 0.400 millions, or somowhat 
more tlum four times tho present popula- 
tion ot the entire globe. The United States 
nnd Territories, if as densely peopled as 
Belgium, would contain u population equal 
to Uie present population of the world, 
namclv, fifteen 
hundred millions. 
Tho 


State of Texas aior.c, if as densely peopled 
ns Massachusetts, would have u population 
equal to tho present population of ourwhplo 
country. l''c\v realize that Texas is a third 
larger than France. 


The question o! tho earth becoming over- 


peopled has alarmed some writers, but 
there are reasons for believing that this is 
nn exceedingly improbable (lunger. 
The 


more Intelligent and enlightened a nation 
becomes the less rapid is its increase in tho 
number of children. 
The tendency is to 


smaller families, and as the race Is steadily 
improving tho increase in its numbers ivLU 
bo proportionately less. Our best thinkers 
htivo no fears that population will ever cx- 
cocd tho number which can comfortably 
subsist upon the earth's products. 


Tho present population of the earth is 


1,300,0000,000, audit is increasing.to-dayat 
tho rate of 12.000,000 n year. Forty years 
a^o tho estimate of tho number of tho 
world's inhabitants was 3,000,000,000. Bet- 
ter modes of life and tho facilities with 
which food products are transported every 
whcro have not only much increased the 
average duration of human life, but so 
lessened the death rate in tho better care 
of children that population is steadily in- 
creasing. It is now generally believed that 
tho population oJ the Chinese Empire has 
been overestimated. Conceding tho over- 
estimate to have been 50,000,000, wo have 
tho following for the several continents:

It was long believed that the Mongol raeo 


much exceeded the . Aryan in numbers, but 
it is aow thought tbat the Aryan race is the 
lost numerous. 


The railway, the stoasiship and the tele- 


graph,' together with the increasing needs 
growing out of our more complex modern 
life and tho immense development of manu- 
facturing, have caused cities and towns to 
grow rapidly and their populations to in- 
crease much faster proportionately than 
the population of rural districts. Tho char- 
acter of our population is steadily changing- 
and becoming more urbane. Tho better 
life in cities anil the many advantages there 
naturally attract large numbers. Tho in- 
troduction of machinery into agriculture, 
by moans of .which one man can do the work 
which required the hard labor of four men 
fifty years ago, has liberated largo num- 
bers, who flock to tho cities to engage in 
manufacturing nnd merchandising. In tho 
year 1790 nluo-teuths of tho population of 
Massachusetts wore engaged in agricultur- 
al pursuits, while now only one-tenth of 
them are so employed. In the great States 
of .New York and Pennsylvania only one- 
fifth of the people are engaged in agricult- 
ure, and in Illinois, tho greatest agricultur- 
al State of the Union, less than one-half ol 
the population are occupied with fanning. 
Tho character of our work and tho aids de- 
vised for doing it, and tho improvements in 
transportation, 
havo 
created 
marked 


changes in tho direction of human activity. 
Mechanical industry ia tho characteristic 
feature of our time, and tho tendency of 
human effort is along that line, and this 
truth must be recognized by nil who would 
successfully aid and guide their fellow-men 
ta securing tho largest share of cartlily 


blessings. Tho growth of AmcTican cities 
is seen in tho following tabular statement, 
which includes only thoso having popula- 
tions of 3,000 and over:

There arc now 700 cities and towns in this 


country having a population of -j,000 and up- 
ward, and nearly one-third of our cntiro 
population rcsido in these cities and towns. 
Ic 1SSO there wore 5SO towns which had a 
population each of 4,000 and upward. 
Over 


twelve hundred cities, villages and smaller 
places now havo public water-works, and a 
majority of them gas-works also. Public 
improvements and conveniences of this 
class have grown up almost entirely within 
tho past thirty years. 


Each man works directly for others and 


indirectly for himself. You do something 
for mo and I do something for you, is tho 
principle, but with a. thousand complexities, 
upon which organized society exists. My 
labor for the combination of raon in civil so- 
ciety secures mo their recognition, and 
makes mo a partaker of the common store o£ 
food, clothing and shelter. Encli man is do- 
pendent upon tho recognition of his fellow- 
men, and the instant that recognition is 
withdrawn he is the most helpless of beings. 
To-day men can only live in combination 
with their fellow-men, and all are virtually 
dependent. 


The average annual death rate of the world 


is 33 for every 1,000 persons. Tho average 
death rato for tho leading cities of the Unit- 
ed States is 22><J in every 1,000 pcn.ons. Old 
cities like Paris, Vienna and Berlin ap- 
proach tho world's average in their death 
rate. In 1SS5 the death rate for tho City of 
Mexico was 53 for every 1,000 persons, in 
Vcra Cruz it was 00. 


In a single year tho number o£ deaths of 


human beings is nearly D0,000,000. During 
tho tune— an hour and throe-fourths— of an 
ordinary Sunday morning church eervico 
about 10,000 persons die. In tho hours of o 
single day tho number of deaths in tho hu- 
man famiry equals that of the population of 
a city like Detroit. In ODU week's IJmo as 
many die us inalro tho number of people TE. 
Cook County, 111. The time elapsing be- 
tween one new moon and another witness- 
es the death f as many human beings a;i 
now compose tho population of tho S'-ircc of 
Illinoia. 
Evci-y two seconds of tlmo eeo 


three human lives pass into tho "dark val- 
ley." 


Notwithstanding tho vastness of numbers 


of the earth's population, tho entire 1,500,-. 
000,000 could stand upon a tract of land ten 
miles square and bo comfortably seated 
upon a tract twenty miles square, or on loss 
than a dozen townships, or on half of ono of 
our larger counties, and with a proper ar- 
rangement of telephones one man could ad- 
dress the vast throng as one audience. 


We aro still far from a condition of things 


where all might be profitably and happily 
employed. Only one-third (3-1 GS-100 per 
cent.) of our entire population in tho United 
States are now pursuing gainful occupa- 
tions, and less that one-half (47 31-100 per 
cent.) of ail tho persons in tho country 
above ten year of ago are so engaged. In 
1SSO, with a. population of 51,105,733, those 
engaged in gainful occupations were as fol- 
lows :

Tho idlers in our countryare still numer- 


ous and havo to be cared for by tho pro- 
ducers. These facts indicate, in emphatic 
terms, that there sho'jld bo many more 
avenues opened where women and children 
can, in pleasant and profitable work, take 
rank as bread winners.

put up in quantities not exceeding four 
ounces liquid measure. They must bo in- 
cased in glass bottles or vials strong enough 
to resist the shock o£ handling iu tho maiL 
These bottles or vials, as tho caso may bo, 
must bo inclosed in a wooden block or tubs 
of a. thickness not loss than three-six- 
teenths o£ an inch. Tbero must bo pro- 
vided between the bottles aud tho case a 
cushion ot cork cotton, or other assorb- 
ont, 
and tha block must bo closed by a 


tightly fitting lid oC wood or metal, -with a 
rubber or othor pad so adjusted as to ren- 
der it -water-tight, and to prevent leakage 
in tho caso of breakage.

First-class matter is transmitted for two 


cents an odnco, third-class one cent for 
every two ouncos or fraction thereof, ex- 
cept newspapers entered as second class, 
and -which go nt a. cent for every four 
ounces. Fourth-class matter Is carried for 
a cent to tho ounce. And, again, first-class 
has no limit as to weight, but tho third 
and fourth classes are limited as to -weight 
oxcopt in tho caso. of a single volmno, 
whero weight may exceed ten pounds and 
over.
